machine that will take care of both? 


This can't be done in a day. But 


it is something the people of a nation 
with the resources that America has 
will sooner or later demand of its 
government. 


It will take a bold man and a sure 


hand to cut through the knot that 
lobbies have tied around the national 
capital—but once the knot has been 
cut loose production will increase ac- 
cording to our needs, both military 
and civilian. 


Fro-rating policies arc all right in

The Desert Six 
Inches Away 


In the time of our Revolutionary 


ancestors, the desert was nine inches 
away from the United States. Today 
it is only six inches away. 


That is the dramatic and startling 


method taken by the National Wild 
Life Federation to call attention to 
the dangers of soil erosion. What the 
federation means is, of course, that 
there once was an average of nine, 
inches of lop soil spread over the 
whole United States. The cutting and 
burning off of the forest COV-T has 
resulted in such a washing ; way of 
that topsoil that now it averages only 
six inches in deptji. 


If that, too, is allowed 
o , wash 


away, the United ,States wcjld'bo a 
desert, like the vast deserts of China. 
How long would it take if the pre- 
sent rate of washing away of the 
precious soil continues without inter- 
ruption? Fifty ye'ars is one 
rather 


alarming estimate, Fifty years seems 
even closer than 'six inches. 


Probably in no period has so much 


progress 
been made in 
the 
fight 


against soil erosion as in the past 
10 years. Millions iff trees have been 
planted, thousands of check-dams have 
been built to stop; gullying. The be- 
ginnings of a tree shelter belt against 
wind erosion dot the prairies. 


It is only a Beginning. The task 


of conserving o\hr soil is basic. If 
the soil goes, frcjm which alone man 
is nwo able to Ket a living, all else 
is in vain. So all| plans aimed at this 
vital form of conservation are worth 
study, cry for ajclion. 


The ^yild Life Federation is pri- 


marily interesteo\, of course, in the 
restoration of tfose 
wild 
animals 


which are rapidljjs disappearing. It lists 
more than 40 spucies which are either 
extinct or are Jrapidly disappearing. 
Those who are pninterested in hunt- 
ing, fishing, or i&lural history may be 
indifferent.

But soil const rvation and wild life 


go together. Tha game disappears, not 
so much because it has been killed 
off as because/ the forest cover is 
cut away and llje streams polluted. It 
will reappear naturally when the sur- 
roundings in which it thrives are made 
to reappear.

Cultivation of 
Kudzu Advised 


Important Program 
to Be Aided by 
Alton CCC 


Cultivation of kudzu set out this 


spring is one of the most important re- 
(Juh'ements . for 
its 
survival and 


growth, according to Hodge B. Vine- 
yard, Jr.,'soil conservationist of the 
Soil Conservation Service in the Al- 
ton CCC Camp area near Hope. 


Unless clean cultivation is given, 


competition 
for 
moisture by other 


lypes of vegelation growing along the 
rows will seriously retard its growth 
the first year, Mr. Vineyard adds. 


If necessary, weeds and grass should 


be hoed out of rows and sufficient 
plowing should be done along the 
rows to conlrol other vegelalion, lo 
keep the soil well broken 'and lo keep 
Ihe vinos dragged back to a relatively 
narrow strip along each row. By 
cultivating in the same direclion each 
lime, there is less danger, of break- 
ing the vines. 


Besides controlling weeds and grass, 


the practice of clean cultivation will 
keep the soil in good shape and will 
permit vines to take root at Ihe nodes, 
or joints,-and develop new crowns 
until there are enough plants to spread 
like a hugei green net over eroding 
fields. 
Soil Ihrown on runners by 


Ihe plow also induces root forma- 
tion. ' 


Before a kudzu field may be used 


for or pasture, there must be many 
more rooted lants lhan were originally 
set out. These new plants will de- 
velop of their own accord, if the 
soil is cultivaled during Ihe first 
year. However, these 
new 
plants 


come from the joints, which cannot 
root unless they come in contact with 
moist cultivated ground. 


Many farmers plant a cultivated 


crop in the middles between the 
rows of kudzu the first year. Culti- 
vation of Ihis crop will conlrol weeds 
and grass and keep the soil in good 
condilion for the establishment 
of 


kudzu plants. 


The use of kudzu is one of many 


practices used in conservation of the 
soil.

any good encyclopedia or Bible dic- 
tionary. 


This city of such outward grandeour 


and proportions was a city o£ para- 
dox. The moral corruption of its peo- 
ple beneath 
the'.'•• grandeur and 
the 


seeming culture 'was :&uch that when 
a Roman orator deplored the moral 
decay of Rome, he did so by saying 
that "the Orontes had overflown the 
Tiber." 


Surely this was a strange place for 


the progressive movement of Christ- 
ianity to take its rise. The beliefs, 
character, and ideals of these early 
Christians were so much at variance 
with the life of the prosperous and 
licentious city that not only was the; 
contrast so extreme, but it seemed' 
incredible that so small a grouu, pro- 
bably called Christians as a nickname 
or term of reproach, could presume 
to attain any supremacy. Yet, the 
great city on the Orontes is a thing 
of the past, centuries ago gone down 
in ruin, while the Christianity that 
the little group represented,., coining 
from Jerusalem and taking hold in 
Antioch, has spread and taken root 
in every part of the world. 


Yet, 
the more one -thinks of it, 


Antioch was a fitting place for Christ- 
ianity to assume its new missionary 
beginning; for is not the purpose of 
Christianity to conquer sin and licen- 
tiousness, to take root in an evil world 
and grow, conquering the evil? 


Associated with this city of Antioch 


is the first missionary journey of Paul 
and Barnabas. When the disciples at 
Jerusalem heard how deeply the new 
faith had taken hold at Antioch, they 
sent Barnabas, a good man and true, 
as their representative to this new 


Christian community. Barnabas went 
to Tarsus, where he found Saul, the 
new convert, henceforth 
known 
as 


Paul, and from Antioch these two men 
stretched out through Asia Minor in 
their first missionary journey. 


I would advise anyone who would 


intelligently folow the story in the 
Acts of the Apostles to do so with 
a map of this region in the time of 
Paul, tracing upon the map the jour- 
ney from place to place. If one will 
take a Bible dictionary and look up 
each of these places as he reads, he 
will find this first great missionary 
journey assuming all its spiritual in- 
terest and all its remarkable charac- 
ter as a Christian adventure.

Agricultural. 


' 
Engineer Is 
Co-Author of 
Both Bulletins 


FORT WORTH, Texas—Two new 


publications, written txpcclntly for 
the Southern farmer, point the way 
to the proper mcthols of terrace con- 
struction and tcrnico maintenance, 
Louis P. Merrill, regional conservator 
of the U. S. Deportment of Agricul- 
jlure's Soil Conservation Service, an- 
nounced Wednesday. 


These publications arc tilled "Ter- 


race Construction wiUi Small Equip- 
,nient in the South" and "Plowing foi 
'Terrace Maintenance in the South.' 
Phil M. Price, agricultural engincci 
Who is a member of the Soil Conser- 
vntion Service regional staff, is co 
Author of both bulletins. He collnb 
grated in the preparation of the ter- 


nee construction publication with W. 
k. Weld, associate agricultural en- 
lineer, and In the prepaiation of the 
naintcnnnce bulletin with John M, 
Jowning, agricultural engineer, both 
of the Soil Conservation Service, 


The authors emphasize that terraces 


'orm only a part of a well-planned soil 
conservation program and that sup- 
porting practices, such as soll-lmprov- 
ng rotations, strip cropping, cover 
crops, and contour tillage, should bo 
employed to the fullest extent possi- 
ble on terraced fields. 


Each publication contains a large 


lumber of photographs nnd draw- 
ings designed to simplify both terrace 
construction and terrace maintenance 
The use o fthe plow and fresno, the 
plow nnd the v-drag, the one-way 
disk tiller, and the small-blade tor- 
racer is explained In the terrace con- 
struction bulletin. In the mainten- 
ance publication, the one-land nnd the 
twol-and methods of terrace mainten- 
ance tire discussed and Illustrated 
There also is a discussion of plow- 
ing terraced fields. 


"Terracing is now accepted as nr 


effective measure of soil defense foi 
most of the sloping cropland in the 
South," Price nnd Downing wrote. "I 
is folly, however, to build terraces tun 
not maintain them. The effectiveness 
of even well-constructed terraces de- 
pends on their being properly main- 
tained and farmed after construction 
. . . The regular tillnge operations 01 
terraced 
fields 
should 
rcconclltloi 


he terraces as wel Ins prepare the
